Efforts are being made to raise suf­ 
ficient funds to build a telegraph line 
from Portland to Astoria this Sum ­ 
mer.

The Republican says snakes have 
made their appearance in Truekee, 
and take up their quarters in men’s 
boots.

ÍENATOR SARGENT. 


Senator Sargent is an unpopular 
man — perhaps the most unpopular 
with his constituents of any man now 
holding a seat in the United States 
Senate, Ben Butler not excepted. At 
the date of our last election, aud for 
some days after, he was atone of the 
leading hotels of San Francisco, and 
during the whole tim e he received no 
more attention from leading citizens 
and the people generally than if he 
had been the commonest man in the 
State. The faction of his party that* 
could be induced to support the tyran- 
ous assumptions of monopoly against 
the rights of the people had suffered a 
disastrous defeat a t the ballot box, 
and he found himself alone as Senator, 
but surrounded by the questionable 
throng that ever worships at the 
shrine of the Federal office dispenser. 
He went back to the Senate in a brown 
study, lie knew that he owed his 
election t* the money power of several 
monopoly corporations, but he recog­ 
nized the fact th at the influence of 
those corporations had paled before 
the might of the people, and saw that 
the day when they could name a Sen­ 
ator had gone never to return. He 
saw that if the Republican party did 
not cut loose from its monopoly asso­ 
ciates and become once more the 
party of the people, its prospects for 
continued domination were clouded 
and its end near at hand. He won­ 
dered what he should do to be saved, 
and the plan he adopted has just de­ 
veloped itself. He watched the Ad­ 
ministration party, and he saw in its 
attem pt to throw $400,000,000 more 
paper currency upon the money m ar­ 
ket, its refusal to break its idols and 
return to those principles of its youth 
on which it had reached the control of 
the nation.

ALL ABOARD FOR TRUXT0N. 


LUTTRELL AFTER THE POSTAL FRAUD5 


Congressman Luttrell, who is abc 
the only member of the California d 
egation having 110 axe of bis own 
some corporation to grind, is doi 
the Government good service in ov< 
hauling mail contract frauds. His i 
vestigations into these m atters 1: 
developed a number of facts so frai 
ulent in their nature that had th 
been committed a few years ago th< 
perpetrators would have spent the 1 
maindcr of their days within the wa 
of a State prison. There is no doubt 
but that a system of high-handed 
frauds lias been carried on for a long 
tim e past by a number of sharp finan­ 
ciers in the mail contract business, 
and it is more than probable that their 
operations have been facilitated by 
persons holding high positions in the 
Postal Department of the Govern­ 
ment. Luttrell lias collected a mass 
of evidence which affords conclusive 
proof that millions of dollars have 
beeu paid out of the Government 
Treasury on mail contracts, where not 
a dollar’s worth of service 1ms been 
rendered. It is to be hoped he will 
push his investigations not only in 
the postal, but in other departments 
of the Government. A few such men 
as Luttrell in Congress would soon 
show the people what disposition was 
made of the vast sums of money, to 
raise which they are oppressed with a 
heavy burden of taxation. 


A t a late meeting, the Chico (Butte 
county) Grangers passed a resolution 
that land monopoly, is the chief evil of 
the times, and as an effective means 
of breaking it up they demand equal 
taxation. The better to attain this 
end, they have appointed a committee 
to meet with the County Board of 
Equalization to insist that the large 
ranches be assessed. 
This Grange 
calls upon its brother Granges in other 
counties to act in like manner. A de­ 
mand for equal taxation is the right 
of all, and a compliance with this de­ 
mand is but justice to all. 


Ax exchange goes for female bar­ 
bers. So do we in a modified form. 
A pretty, graceful woman would make 
a splendid barber, and she should 
shave us seven days in the >y«ek. But 
one of those angular woman’s righters 
who go about inveighing against the 
tyrant man shall never flourish so 
dangerous an instrument as a rattler 
razor in close proximity to our jugu­ 
lar. Let us have female barbers, hut 
let them be females in the old mean­ 
ing of the term. 


The Marysville Appeal, after record­ 
ing how a 4,000 pound mill stone fell 
on and killed a man, adds that the 
victim was unmarried. 
W hat this 
last fact has t» do with the case we 
cannot imagine, unless the idea is 
sought to he inculcated that had tb.e 
man been m arried the effect of that 
mill Btone’s descent upon him wodld 
have beeu different,—perhaps without 
any perceptible result. 


To-day we interviewed Mr. Joseph 
U. Crawford the engineer in charge of 
the survey of the Ijos Angeles and 
Truxton (Santa Monica) Railroad. 
Mr. Crawford is the engineer for the 
Texas Pacific. He surveyed all the 
routes from the Colorado to San Diego. 
From him we collected the following 
facts: The gauge of the road will be 
4 feet 8J inches; will use light iron, say 
about 30 or 35 lbs. per yard. The cost 
of the road, stations, rolling stock, 
etc., will be $200,000. The wharf will 
be 1,400 feet long, costing $25,000. 
There will be 21 feet of water at the 
end of the wharf at extreme low tide. 
The railroad track will run out on the 
wharf and make a fork at the outer 
end, with a freight house between. 
The cars will load and u iload into the 
vessels. The time from San Francisco 
to Los Angeles will he 30 or 31 hours.

The Company expect to advertise 
for bids for building the road by May 
1st, provided the right of way is fur­ 
nished without delay by the land 
owners. The line as located enters 
the city by one of the streets, and does 
no damage to any improved lot. The 
Council will, of course, grant the 
right of way through the streets. 
Unless parties throw obstacles in the 
way of the company, the road will be 
in running order by October. The 
wharf will Be sixty feet wide and will 
have a foot-way, carriage-way and 
railway.

THE STATE UNIVERSITY. 


The mines /If the United States pro­ 
duce annually an immense amount of 
gold and silver, yet the bulk of coin is 
gradually decreasing year by year, and 
if the depleting process continues it is 
but a question of time when we shall 
be bankrupt of coin. Now what is 
the matter? Our mines produce fabu­ 
lous sums of precious metals; we grow 
everything; we manufacture every­ 
thing. 
Why should our coin go on 
depleting until we have less money 
than nations that have no mines and 
import all the metal from which they 
manufacture their coin? Why is it 
that we, a great agricultural, manufac­ 
turing and commercial people, owning 
the territory from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific Ocean and from the tropics to 
the frozen north, find our coin steadily 
slipping away from us? It will not 
suffice to deny that it is so; the facts 
—stubborn, incontrovertible facts—are 
before us, aud will not be covered up 
or put aside. The coin is going, aud in 
time will all be gone. The important 
business is first to find the cause of the 
drainage and then, if possible, remove 
the cause. How will this do for a so­ 
lution of the mystery: In I860 our ex­ 
ports of manufactured goods amount­ 
ed to $21,351,565. In 1871 the total 
exports of these articles only reached 
$13,038,753. The sum is small at the 
oiftset, and appears to be growing 
smaller as we progress. The other 
side explains what goes w ith our coin. 
In 1860 we Imported mamufactured 
goods to the amount of $146,177,136, 
and in 1871 we imported $16.5,463,679— 
a large expenditure at the begiuning, 
with an increase year by year until 
the last year exceeds the first nearly 
$20,000,000. We buy too much and 
sell too little. This state of affairs is 
due, not to the fact that we want what 
we cannot grow or manufacture, hut 
to our peculiar tariff system. I t is to 
the tariff, then, that our Government 
managers must look when they take 
steps for preventing the depletion of 
our coin. 


It is now stated that the defalca­ 
tions of H. C. Bennett, late Pension 
Agent at San Francisco, will exceed 
eight thousand dollars. 
Bennett de­ 
parted leaving his wife and children 
in straightened circumstances. H e is 
a journalistic bilk and uh official 
fraud. 


The managers of the University of 
California are grieved. 
Damaging 
reports have been extensively circu­ 
lated concerning the institution, and 
the Legislature did not seem impress­ 
ed with its conduct or the prospect for 
its early or remote usefulness to the 
whole people. In a general sense these 
structures are not altogether under­ 
stood. 
The nation and State have 
given the university material aid. It 
is the property of the State of Califor­ 
nia, and it has cost the people an im­ 
mense sum of money. It was design­ 
ed for the free education of all quali­ 
fied comers—the sons of the poor man 
as well as the sons of the rich man. 
But the tendering of the manage­ 
ment lias been to shape the school 
into an aristocratic establishment—to 
impose upon pupils conditions which 
only llie sous of men of means could 
comply with. The system of teaching 
has contained too much of the theo­ 
retical and too little of the practical. 
The 
Agricultural 
College, 
which 
should be on# of the leading features 
of the University, has been almost 
entirely neglected, and the means 
furnished for the maintenance of that 
department have been absorbed by 
other branches. Of this the former 
community 
very justly complain. 
The people of this State are not dis­ 
posed to support an extensive and ex­ 
pensive establishment for the free 
education of the favored few. It is 
not in accordance with the feelings and 
spirit which prompted the founding of 
the University. A few days ago the 
editor of the H e r a l d met Professor 
Kellogg of the State University, who 
was visiting this city, and in a conver­ 
sation on the subject, the Professor em­ 
phatically denied that the obstructions 
wo have hinted at were thrown in the 
way of the poor young men who 
wished to enter the University, aud 
asserted 
that 
the 
Department of 
Agriculture 
had 
not 
been 
and 
would not 
be 
neglected 
to 
the 
advancement of other branches of 
study. While we are willing to con­ 
cede to the Professor the qualities of 
sincerity and truth, we cannot over­ 
come our conviction that there is a 
species of “unfriendly legislation” ex­ 
ercised toward the sons of poor men in 
the University which, unless abated, 
— 
greatly impair the usefulness of 
institution. And we are also ap- 
lensive th at the more practical 
therefore the more useful branches 
udy do not receive the attention 
is devoted to preparing the heir 
illious for his future appearnce as 
gentlemen of elegant leisure. 
University managers should re- 
iber that they are supported by 
vhole people, and they can best 
their salaries by applying them­ 
's to the advancement of such 
ches of education as will insure 
greatest good to the greatest

W hat m Wan Nee* w h . T ravel* w ith 
H it E ye* O pen. 


We make the following extracts 
from a letter written under date of 
April 16th, by that intelligent traveler 
and wide-awake gentleman, Stephen 
Massett, and published in the Southern 
Californian: 
You asked me to jot you down a 
line from this thriving little town. 
First, then, I am indebted to your 
townsman, F. R. Lafaucherie of the 
Planters’ Hotel, Anaheim, for intro­ 
ducing me, the day before yesterday, 
to this delightful valley and to the 
spot from which I am writing; for be­ 
hind a spanking pair of brown mares 
we came in double-quick time, and 
caught the first view of this charming 
spot. 
“ WHO LAID OUT TH E TOWN?” 
Was the first conundrum propounded 
upon my arrival. Well, it was none 
other than William H. Spurgeon, a 
twenty-second cousin of the great 
London preacher, whom he very much 
resembles about the white of the eye. 
He is Postmaster, storekeeper, Mayor, 
Alderman, Marshal, and in company 
with his brother (Granville) keeps up 
a large mercantile establishment, 
where you can purchase anything from 
a darning needle to a Chicago ham. 
Great big teams at the door remind 
me more of a mining town store in the 
days of ’49 and ’50 than anything else. 
Mr. Spurgeon laid out this town in 
1870, buying seventy-six acres for 
about $500. And now a little bit 
about its surroundings and the people 
who are here. 
To the south-west lies 11 Gospel 
Swamp,” named from the fact that 
several missionaries came out here 
“round the Horn,” or “in a horn,” to 
educate the Digger Indians, and they 
have never been heard of since. Tustin 
city lies three miles east. The man 
who laid out this town just in time 
has “ gone to a better place above,” 
viz: Richland, laying northeast and 
distant three and one-half miles. All 
these places are flourishing and doing 
well, and when you think that four or 
five years ago it was almost a howling 
wilderness, who says this is not a pro­ 
gressive age, and that the Yankee is 
not the greatest nation in all creation! 
H ER E IS A SCHOOL HOUSE 
With X. O. Stafford, a wealthy farm­ 
er from Vermont, whom I met in Sac­ 
ramento in 1868. He is now School 
Trustee, has married a second time, 
has a young and blooming family of 
fledglings, and his charming wife, to­ 
day, as we came along the road, fired 
and killed, at a distance of 100 yards, 
a rabbit, which is being cooked now 
for dinner. Mrs. Stafford is consider­ 
ed the best female shot in this coun­ 
try. In this same school house four 
different religious persuasions meet, 
and never by any chance quarrel. Mr. 
Spurgeon has donated a magnificent 
piece of land to the city for a 


PUBLIC SOUARE, 
On the north side of which, and front­ 
ing on Fourth street, is an artesian 
well 350 feet deep, giving the most 
delicious water all the time. A. W. 
Birch, Esq., another wealthy farmer, 
has also succeeded in getting a fine 
flow of artesian water in another part 
of this flourishing township. Captain 
Abbott is successfully farming here; 
while fields of wheat and barley are 
flourishing all around. N. O. ‘Staf­ 
ford has 200 acres in splendid cultiva­ 
tion. The store of Messrs. Frankel 
Brothers, from Bavaria, is one of the 
leading features of the town. They 
face the Public Square, and do a large 
trade. I. C. Hickey has just com­ 
menced erecting a livery and feed 
stable, and the inevitable blacksmith 
shop, with swinging sign, looks cheery 
ana homelike. A. W. English, from 
Watsonville, keeps the hotel—when 
it is open. As the case stands now, 
every citizen keeps one in his own 
house. This speaks volumes for the 
prosperity of the village. Mr. Palmer, 
well known in Clara, whose ranch 
there joined the celebrated millionaire 
Col. McLaughlin has settled here, and 
bought 700 acres of the 


MOTT TRACT 
Of land, intending to put in 300 acres 
in corn and beans. 
He “acknowledg­ 
ed the corn” to be good. 
Mr. Roper, 
Mr. Cole, and Mr. Seavers, all from 
Hanta Clara, have taken up their 
abode here. The Semi-Tropic Water 
Company are extending their ditches 
to Santa Ana and Tustin City. The 
contracts have recently been* let for 
their construction. This will be a 
great benefit to the entire valley. It 
is not generally known that a stage 
passes through this town daily from 
San Diego to Los Angeles. 
NEWPORT. 
Yes Sir ! and a fashionable place it 
will be yet. For only eight milesfrom 
this embryo city is the harbor of New­ 
port, at the mouth of the Santa Ana 
river,where there is a wharf and ware­ 
house all ready to be used for storage. 
Here then is an opening for some 
enterprising (capitalist to start a lum­ 
ber yard, when the entire valley can 
be supplied, as the roads are good and 


free from sand. Here also the pro­ 
ducts of the valley may be shipped 
cheaper than at other points. 
The 
agricultural resources of this beautiful 
valley are really very great. Wheat, 
barley, and corn fields flourish in the 
greatest luxuriance, and pumpkins 
actually grow to the size of 228 pounds! 
Thousands of bales of wool and tens of 
thousands of hides leave this locality 
annually, and it actually seems to me 
while I am writing you this hasty 
screed, that the place is moving on 
with giant strides ! And now 
A PARTING WORD FOR ANAHEIM. 
Of the nomenclature, I am a little 
uncertain, but was told that a German 
womon named Anna, got homesick, 
aud so they put heim (home) at the 
end of her name. Well, the “Plan­ 
ters” next to the “Horton House.” is 
the best hostelry I have met with in 
Southern California, and theconsidera- 
tion and kindness of the genial land­ 
lords, C. C. Higby & Co., call for my 
warmest praise. How shall I thank 
my illustrious and warm hearted 
Marylander, 
Sam. 
Hamilton, the 
rising and talented young lawyer, who 
with his handsome little wife, were so 
good and kind, and thorugh whom I 
have become better acquainted with 
the Wilmington Spanish beauty, Miss 
Emma M 
. To my old friend. Post­ 
master Higgins, I tender my thanks 
for that delicious drive through fields 
of wild flowers, and gardens of exqusite 
beauty—and to many others, who did 
many things to make my brief visit 
pleasant—and hoping that Mr. W. R. 
Olden’s magnificent scheme for popu­ 
lating this superb region may be suc­ 
cessful, and that he will induce his old 
friend, the Baron Schultz, to sell his 
estates in Red Hook, on the Hudson 
River, and with his charming wife, 
Madame Anna Bishop and her faithful 
companion, Miss Maria Phalon, and 
Colonel Jo. Lawrence, all come right 
out to Ana-(Bishop!)-Heim, aud set­ 
tle. 
Then indeed, this valley will 
bloom and blossom as the rose. 
P. S. I wish my esteemed friend 
Major J. R. Snyder of Sonoma valley, 
to know that a hall is being erected 
here (Santa Ana) by Messrs. Dunlap 
aud Maxwell for the Grangers, or 
Patrons of Husbandry, and will be 
ready for their occupancy in a few 
weeks. 
P. S. I am grieved to hear that the 
Prince of “Jehus” and good fellows 
generally, Charlie Wright, after mak­ 
ing a small fortune by stage driving, 
is going to throw up the ribbons and 
retire on his ranch, he owning a 
supurb plantation of 1,750 acres, where 
under his own vine and fig tree he can 
enjoy his “otium cum dig.” to his 
heart’s content. He and his factotum, 
William E. Cullen, are the finest 
“whips” out, and Uncle William will 
have it all his own way now. 


Tobacco and Ramie. 


Tobacco culture is becoming one of 
the industries of the southern part of 
the State. The Culp factory at Gilroy is 
an establisheu success, and recent ex­ 
periments bear out the assertion, that 
the land and climate of that portion 
of California are especially suited to 
the cultivation of tobacco. The latest 
case brought to our notice, is that of a 
gentleman, who, after learing the Culp 
process by working a year in the estab­ 
lishment, leased thirty acres of land 
and set it out in tobacco. With his 
own labor and that of two Chinamen, 
and paying ten per cent, royalty to 
Mr. Culp, he cleared $10,000 on the 
crop, or over $300 per acre. This was 
at Gilroy, where the land was not 
considered by experts as equal to the 
moist bottom and mesa lands of Los 
Angeles. 
Facts like these should 
have weight with men of capital seek­ 
ing investment. We learn that the 
small experiments made at Los An­ 
geles in ramie are shortly to be fol­ 
lowed up by very extensive planting. 
Ramie is indigenous to most localities, 
and the experiments have shown that 
the bottom lands of Los Angeles are 
admirably suited to its growth.—[Real 
Estate Reporter. 


The Gum Tree. 


Don’t trim them. The eucalyptus, 
in its natural localities, obtains a bight 
of from thirty to forty feet, with a di­ 
ameter of forty inches. The first two 
years of its growth from the seed are 
largely employed in making root. Cut 
oifitsside branches and you cut off 
the organs which supply the root with 
food. Dwarf the root and you produce 
an ill-shaped ungraceful tree, which, 
having no firm hold on the ground, is 
liable to be blown over by every high 
wind. Our gardeners ball up the roots 
of the eucalyptus like a mass of worms, 
and sell them in this condition; the 
purchasers dig a hole and cover them 
up. They grow awhile, blow over, are 
trimmed, reset, replanted, to look as 
much like a eucalyptus as a jackass 
does like a philosopher. The hole for 
a eucalyptus should always be from 
eighteen inches to two feet square, and 
of like depth; it should be filled to 
within eight inches of the top with 
good vegetable mold or compost; the 
roots should be spread out so as to have 
no twisted accumulation, and the tree, 
when planted, should beaboutan inch 
below the earth line. Bo planted it 
will rarely blow over.
